The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  remained  low  and 
there  v/ere  no  epidemics. 

During  the.  year  2o9  children  were  irmnunised  against 
Diphtheria.  It  is  estimat'ed  that  approximately  68.04% 
of  the  children  under  five  have  been  imiunisedj  and  56 •98% 
of  the  children  between  five  and  fifteen. 

Treatment  of  Scabies. 

Provision  is  made ’for  the  treatment  of  scabies  at  the 
first  Aid  Post.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  volunteers 
who  are  members  of  a B.R.C.S.  detaclmient  of  Surrey  14. 

Bedding"  and-  clothing  is  steam  disinfected.

The  year  has  been  a notable  one  3 in  that  nev/  schemes 
for  additional  housing  facilities  has  been  vigorously  pursued 
by  the  Council « The  shortage  of  materials  has  delayed  progress, 
both  in  'ohe  building  of  nen  houses  aiid  particularly  in  respect 
of  the  mjicii  needed  repar  of  existing  dv;ellings, 

SAI^IT/fRY  GIRCuTlSTilNGES  OF  TPE  AREA. 


V/ATER. 


^'/ater  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  tjie  Mid"' 'ess ex  V.Uter  Company. 

The  supply  is  derived  partly  from  the  Company’s  deep 
wells  in  the  chalk'at  Greywell,  near  Odihajiij  and  at  Itchell, 
near-  Crondallj  together  with  the  pumping  stations  at  Frimley 
and  the  ;oew  station  at  Beenham’s  Heath 3 Nr.  V/oking’hs.m. 

The  Frimle5^  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gall  iij  and  is  subject  to  treatment  bA''  aerationj  sand 
f il+cation  and  chlorination  before  being’  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the' 
hardness  of  water  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon3 
and  in  view  of  this  conaition  the  supplies  of  v/ater  from  Itchell 
Gre^-vell  and  Beenhan^'s  Heath  v/hich  have  a total  hardness  of 
19.5  grains  per  gallon 3 are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime 
process  in  addition  to  liltration  and  chlorination. 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment 3 but  a precautionary  dose  of  .chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the, normal  process,  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  mod  ern  Y/anerworks  practice.  ' 

Seven  samples  -of -’Water  v/crc  taken  from  the  High  and 
Lov;  Uevch' mains  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 

The  analysis  of  c.ll  samples',  shoY/ed  the  Y;ater  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  for  all  domestic  purposes. 
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PUBLIC  CLEAI^TSIITG.. 

The  salvage  of  rav;  materials  from  the  refuse  has  continued 
as  an  importance  feature  in  this  branch  of  work.  Public  apathy 
has  become  pronounced  due  to  the  cessation  of  hostilities  5 and 
still  further  agravated  by  the  shortage  of  labour  and  transport 
difficulties  v;hich  has  in  turn  given  rise  to  irregular  collection 
services • 

The  refuse  collecting  vehicles  have  given  surprisingly 
little  trouble  bearing  in  mind  their  continuous  use  and 
correspondingly  reduced  attention  tliroughout  the  war  years.  The 
acquisition  of  a new  vehicle  was  approved  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  to  replace  an  existing  vehicle  which  had  been  in  continuous 
use  for  over  14 ’years.

INSPECTION  GUPERVIblOlI  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  tw'elve  dairy  farms,  nine  dairies  and  twenty 
four  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  this'  district  which  have  been 
under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

Fort.y-seven  samples  of  milk  v/ere  taken - for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  these  eleven  v^ere  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Fifty-six  samples  Ox  pasteurised  milk  vjere  submitted  to  the 
phosphatase  test,  forty- three'  of  these  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory 
v'h list  thirteen  failed  to  pass  the'  prescribed  test. 

specimen  milk  bottles  of  varying  capacity  were  taken 
from  the  various  milk  retailers  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  these  examinations 
shewed  that  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  a,ttained.

CIVIL  mmiANCE  SERVICE. 

This  nev;  service  inaugi^rated  in  July,  1944  as  a Public 
Health  Service  is  under  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of 
your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  regulations  relating  to  the 
service  are  as  follows 

The  Ambulance  is  available  for;- 

v'l)  Cases  of  accident  or  urgent  illness,  occurring  in 
the  street  or  other  public  place  in  the  Urban 
District  necessitating  the  conveyance  of  the 
sufferer  for  treatment  to  hospital  or  his  or  her 

, residence. 

These- services  will  be  available  free  of  charge  if 
the  journey  is  to  a local  hospital  etc.. 

(2)  Maternity  cases  viill  not  be  removed  unless  the 

person  'requiring  such  removal  has  first  obtained 
a certificate  from  a Local  Medical  Practitioner. 

Other  Cases. 

If.  not  enga.ged  in  the  above  mentioned  services,  the 
use  of -the  .ynbulance  for  conveyance  of  cases  can 
be  permitted  on  payment  of  the  charges. 

.advance  booking  of  the  Ambulance  caii  only  be  accepted 
provisionally,  accident  cases  take'  priority. 


Arrangements  were  made  at  the  request  of  the  Hartley 
V.Mntney  Dural  District  Council  to  extend  the  facilities  of  the 
Council's  ambulance  to  that  ^.uthority's  area  owing  to  the 
difficulty  tlie  Aural  District  Council  had  experienced  in 
acquiring  an  ambulance  of  their  own.  The  service  v/as  provided 
as  request'^d  on  the  basis  of  the  Council  being  reimbursed  by 
the  Dural  District  Council  in  respect  of  all  journeys  made  to 
a.nd  from  that  Authority’s  a.rea. 
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The  Council  liuve  also  pcrmittccl  the  ambulance  to  be 
called  for  use  in  those  parts  of  the  Easthampstead  Rural 
District  Council's  area,  known  as  Sandhurst  and  Crowthornc, 
such  villages  being  contiguous  with  the  area  of  Frimley  and 
Ca.ffiberley  Urban  District. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  for  hlutual  i.id  have  nov;  been 
entered  into  by  the  Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council 
on  the  one  hc.nd  and  Farnborough  Urban  District  Council.  Further 
similar  arrangements  have  also  been  agreed  by  the  Council  and 
Ba.gshot,  the  latter  being'  privately  o^.'ned.

a)  Aldershot  Borough  Council,  Farnham  Urban  District 

Council  and  Guildford  Rural  District  Council. 

b)  Farnborough,  Frimley  A Cs.mberle^r  and  Fleet  Urban 

District  Councils  and  Hartley  ■ ‘intney  Rural  District 

Council. 

(2)  That  in  the  first  instance  the  Authority  in  each  pool, 

if  ana  ’..lien  .Ambulance  assistance  is  required,  would 
communicate  by  teleplione  first  with  their  own 
particular  pool  and  \.’ould  only  approach  the  other  pool 
if  help  \7as  unobtainable. 

(3)  That  a.ny  Ambulance  .-iUthority  calling,  upon  another 

Authority  for  assistance  v,o  uld  be  responsible  for 
payment  and  ’.jould  collect  the  fees  from  the  patients 
carried. 

(4)  That  these  calls-  should  only  be  transmitted  from 

official  sources,  except  in  the  case  of  Emergency  calls 
and  \;hich  would  be  dealt  ’..'ith  as  a special  category 
and  responsibility  accepted  on  this  basis. 
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(5)  Thet  the  rates  tor  the  rse  ox  the  arnbLilance  would  be 
1/-  per  iiiile  ‘./ith  a niiniinum  charge  of  5/“5  waitiiig 
charge  4/-  per  ho...r  after  the  first  hour*  Day  and 
ni^ht  charges  to  be  the  samp. 

These  charges  are  for  iiiutual  assistance  calls  onlg- 
and  do  not  affect  the  existing  charges  in  each 
Local  ...-.uthority ' s area. 


I^_dent  Control. 

Du.rin^  the  year  8^2  visits  have  been  made  to  various 
premise.:^  in  the  district  x.iiere  practical  assistance  has  been 
given  to  occupiers  whose  property  has  become  infested  \;ith 
rats  or  mice.  The  service  is  carried  out  without  charge  to 
residents,  ■.'ho  have  fully  co-operated  wdth  the  Department 
in  order  to  prevent  re-infestation  of  their  premises.  The 
actual  nunbc.r  of  rats  destroyea  during  tne  •'■ear  has  amountea 
to  1499. 

This  important  branch  of  \/ork  is  bein^  steadily 
intensified  ano.  erabraces  the  periodical  examination  and 
treatment  of  the  Co'uncil’s  se\.’ers.  Dogs  and  ferrets  continue 
to  be  'o-sed  w’ith  success  in  addition  to  vdiich  such  poisons  as 
Arsenic  3 Darium  Gerbonate,  Zinc  x hosphide  and  Red  dcuill  are 
e::tensively  and  successfully  employed.
